“The body of Mrs. Judd was exhumed not 
only to prove that the patient expired from 
internal injuries, but to show that she was 
in normal condition and perfectly healthy up 
to a few hours before her death, and that she 


hand. Dowie might heve brought forward 
the defense that the patient’s system was 
in a bad state, and might have asserted 


she would have died. 

** Now, the authority who accompanied me 
to the cemetery where the exhumation took 
place found that Mrs. Judd had been in a 
perfectly healthy state, and could have been 
saved had a physician been in attendance. 
My report that she had died of hemorrhages 
was substantiated, and in addition it was 
found that the woman had burst a blood 
vessel’ on the left side of the brain. This 
last condition was brought about by the in- 
tense suffering of the woman. Had a phy- 
sician. been in attendance her suffering 
would have been relieved in a measure, and 
the blood vessel in the brain ‘would not have 
burst.”’ 

Dr. Hektéen refused to be seen last night. | 
A brother of the physician answered the 
doorbell, and carried a message to the doctor. 


in addition to what was learned in the first 
autopsy was the hemorrhage of the brain. 


_ Coroner to Use Common Law. 

Coroner Traeger declared last night that 
@ way had been fottnd to prosecute at least

Another Death at Zion. 
Another life went dut in the Dowle Zion at 
noon yesterday when Maurice Huston, 11 
years of age, expired without medical atten- 
tion. As in the case of Mrs. Judd and Mrs. 
Loulse Christensen, prayers were droned at 
the bedside, but no efforts were made to re- 
lieve the agony which brought a close to 
another tragedy of Dowiecism. The latest 
victim was the son of Subdeacon Huston, one 
of the officiale of Zion, who lives at 1604 
Michigan avenue. The father is the head of | 
the many rooming-houges established by 
Dowie and carrying the name of the “ Zion 
College,” “ Zion Junior School,” or some 
other term. 


Uprising at Austin. 
There was an uprising against Dowieism 
at Austin during the morning and friends 
forcibly prevented 14-year-old Otto Gierman, 
injured by catching his hand ina press, from 
being carried away to Zion.

Gent Harper for advice. He suggested that 
the words should be “ Stephen A. Douglas, 
the Little Giant of Illinois,” This did not 


it contained no reference to Mr. Douglas’ 
substational] gifts to the old Chicago Univer- | 
‘sity, and besides did not appear wemiaiontiy. 
dignified, 

As a substitute it was to inscethe 
“ To the memory of Stephén A. Dougias, who | 
gave the initial impulse to the founding of | 
the University of Chicago.” This was sub- 
mitted to the Board of Trustees and led to 
an immediate discussion. Some of the mem- 
bers favored the inscription, while others said 
it would reflect upon Mr. Rockefellpr’s title 
as founder.

Ideas of the Seniors. 

When this was read to the members of the 
class there was a storm of objection. It 
was said that the proposed inscription was | 
vague, clumsy, and misleading. 

“An institution of learning,”’ commented 
one of the seniors,“ that might mean any- 
thing. If Mr. Douglas founded the old Chi-/ 
cago university, why not say so? If he 
didn’t, then why should we buy a memorial | 
tablet for him?’ 

“From that inecfiption one would think 
Mr. Douglas never had any interest in the 
university except in 1865," said another, 
“and, furthermore, that doesn’t make plain 
the fact that he gave the ground for the site 
of the old university witheut which it might | 
not have been built.” 

The upshot-was that the inscription was 
rejected by an almost unanimous vote, and 
sent back to the committee for amendment. 
As the tablet must be made in time for pre- 
sentation at the June decennial exercises 


vexation. 

It is well known that Stephen A. Dougtas 
contributed éight acres of land at Cottage 
Grove avenue and Thirty-fifth street for the 
Chicago University when that institution 
Was established in the "60s. It is in recog- 
nition of this fact that the seniors decided to 
spend $300 for a bronze tablet. 

The present university came into existence 
some years after its predecessor had become 
extinct, and was made possible by the gen- 
erosity of Mr. Rockefeller. Wherever the 
name of the university appears, on an official 
document, or letterhead of the institution, ) 
it is followed by the words, *‘ founded by 
John D. Rockefeller.” This was one of the 
conditions of the endowment. In view of

BOMB MYSTERY. 
Dynamite Hopes to De- 
stroy a Check. |

Stock Speculation Believed Re- 
sponsible for Crimes at Cam- 


Boston, Mass., May 22.—[ }~The 
mystery of the explosion at the Cambridge- 
port National Bank yesterday was solved 
this morning, the affair ending in a tragedy, 
Fred C. Foster, a carpenter, 42 years gid, 
living in Cambridgeport, was arrested on 
suspicion of having committed the deed, 
and three hours later Foster committed 
suicide at his home, where Inspector Mur- 
ray ed him, by shooting himself 
through the. heart. 

While Foster denied to the last 
caused the explosion the evidence is against 
him. The motive for the atirempt to wreck 


worthless check. for $1,100, 

Although not a prominent man in the eyes 
of the world, Foster belonged to several 
societies, being Treasurer of Harvard Colony, 
Pilgrim Fathers, and a member of the United 
Order of Workmen. He held $300 In trust

in the National Inflated Tire company. ‘The 
check was presented at the National Se 
curity Bank for collection and was protest- 
ed on Monday, betrig pronounced worthiess

It is presumed that Foster’s object tn risk- 
ing .the lives of several persons-and in de 
stroying property was to secure possession of 
or to destroy this check. . 

The information which led to the arrest 
Foster was furnished Inspector Murray by 
Theodore H. Raymond, @ real estate and In 
surance agent. 

Seen in Hallway Near Bank.. 

Mr. Raymond reported to having seen Fos- 
ter behind the door in the haNway leading 
to the offices above the bank a faw minutes 
before the explosion. Murray 
spent last night working om the case, and, 
learning about the worthless checks, he de- 
cided to examine Foster. —- 

The inspector went to Foster's house at 
the man to police head- 
quarters, where he was aupetenee. Foster 
admitted having been in the doorway just 
before the explosion, saying he went thers 
to. arrange some part of his attire. He 
he never handled dynamite in his life, |

Foster appeared greatly worried. While 
at police headquarters he. wrote a note t% 
his wife, which he gave to Inspector Murray, 
and which read: 

‘“* Bisle, I did not do it. Be kind te the 
children.

You alone can look after thse 
children.”’
